TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
BRECONSHIRE  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  43rd  Annual  Report 
of  the  School  Medical  Service  and  its  work  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1953. 

During  the  year  2954  children  were  inspected  who  were  attend- 
ing the  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  and  1221  attending  the  County 
Grammar  Schools,  compared  with  2497  and  78  respectively  in  1952. 

Gradually  it  is  becoming  apparent  that  in  regard  to  the  service 
being  given  to  the  school  child  as  a result  of  the  Education  Act,  1944, 
and  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  there  is  a steady  all-round 
improvement.  Liaison  with  the  family  doctor  is  improving  and  I 
am  very  glad  to  record  that  we  have  received  every  possible  co-operation 
from  the  consultant  service. 

The  School  Health  Service  and  Handicapped  Pupils  Regulations, 
1953,  allowed  us  to  re-arrange  the  age  groups  for  the  routine  medical 
inspections  should  this  have  been  found  desirable.  As  a matter  of 
fact,  however,  the  system  which  was  already  in  force  required  very 
little  alteration  The  general  scheme,  to  which  we  have  always  adhered 
was  to  give  Infants,  Modern  Secondary  and  Grammar  Schools  an 
examination  of  all  their  entrants  every  year  and  this  is  now  supple- 
mented by  additional  examinations  of  the  10,  14  and  16  year  age 
groups,  so  that  all  children  should  receive  at  least  4,  and  possibly 
5 routine  medical  examinations  during  their  school  career.  The  general 
school  medical  work  is,  however,  constantly  on  the  increase  and  it 
remains  to  be  seen  to  what  extent  your  present  staff  will  be  adequate 
to  cope  with  it  when  the  scheme  for  inoculation  against  whooping 
cough  and  tuberculosis  (B.C.G.)  commences  in  addition  to  the  time 
at  present  required  to  keep  the  diphtheria  inoculations  up  to  date. 

The  Penoyre  Open  Air  Residential  School  has  now  started  to 
take  on  a definite  standing  in  the  County.  It  caters  for  junior  and 
senior  girls  and  for  junior  boys. 

Shortage  of  speech  therapists  continues  to  hold  up  the  work 
in  this  direction.  A whole  time  appointment  is  scarcely  justified  in 
this  county  and  I am  indebted  to  neighbouring  authorities  for  allow- 
ing a few  of  our  cases  to  attend  their  clinics. 

Staff. — Dr.  D.  W.  T.  Harris  resigned  his  appointment  as 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  in  3/7/53,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  R G. 
Evans,  b.sc.,  m.b.,  b ch.,  c.p.h.,  d.p.h.,  who  commenced  duties  on 
21/10/53. 


Mass  Radiography  Service.  — The  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
completed  the  survey  of  Breconshire  which  was  commenced  at  the 
end  of  1952,  by  visiting  Cefn  and  Ystradgynlais  in  January,  1953. 
Details  of  the  numbers  of  school  children  of  14  years  of  age  and  over 
examined,  were  as  follows  : —

Total  380 

No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found  among  the  380  pupils 
examined  and  no  cases  as  needing  observation  for  tuberculosis,  but 
6 cases  were  reported  for  other  abnormalities. 

School  Closures. — One  school  was  closed  on  account  of 
infectious  disease. 

Once  again  I have  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  teaching  staffs 
of  the  schools  for  their  courtesy  and  consideration  to  the  department 
on  all  occasions.

RESIDENTIAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  DELICATE 
CHILDREN. 

The  Open  Air  School  opened  this  year  at  Penoyre  House,  3 miles 
North  of  Brecon  in  a fine  well  elevated  situation  has  begun  to  get 
into  its  stride.  Owned  by  Merthyr  Borough  Council  it  is  managed 
by  a joint  Board  of  the  three  authorities  of  Merthyr,  Breconshire 
and  Radnorshire,  each  of  whom  have  a number  of  vacancies  in  pro- 
portion to  their  expenditure  in  connection  with  it.  The  school  opened 
on  a basis  of  catering  at  the  start  off  for  60  boys  and  girls  and  the 
number  of  places  allotted  to  Breconshire  was  18.  After  a few  months 
it  was  decided  that  no  more  senior  boys,  i e.,  those  aged  eleven  and 
over  should  be  admitted. 

Up  to  the  end  of  this  year  14  children  (7  boys  and  7 girls)  were 
in  residence  and  three  had  been  discharged. 

A particularly  gratifying  feature  is  that  for  some  reason  asthma 
cases  seem  to  do  very  well  there. 


COLOUR  BLINDNESS.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER. 


Owing  to  the  absence  of  your  Principal  Dental  Officer  on 
indefinite  sick  leave,  I have  the  honour  to  present  a report  on  the 
School  Dental  Service  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1953. 

The  staff  has  remained  the  same  but  a second  Assistant  Dental 
Officer,  Mr.  P.  J.  George,  was  appointed  on  the  25th  September, 
and  is  due  to  commence  duty  in  January,  1954. 

The  figures  for  dental  inspection  and  treatment  are  disappoint- 
ing when  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year  but  there  are 
several  reasons  to  account  for  this.  Your  Principal  Dental  Officer 
was  absent  for  17  days  whilst  attending  conferences  in  the  capacity 
of  President  of  the  Public  Dental  Officers  Group  of  the  British  Dental 
Association.  He  was  also  absent  for  two  weeks  at  the  end  of  the  year 
on  account  of  sickness.  Your  Assistant  Dental  Officer  was  absent 
from  duty  for  two  weeks  in  June  on  account  of  sickness  and  one 
week  in  October,  due  to  attendance  at  a Civil  Defence  Course  in 
his  capacity  as  County  Ambulance  Officer. 

One  eleventh  of  your  Officers’  time  has  been  allotted  to  the 
treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  age 
children.  At  first  the  demand  for  treatment  was  small  but  has  grown 
steadily  and  it  would  appear  that  if  the  present  trend  continues,  one 
day  per  week  will  not  be  sufficient  to  cope  with  the  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspection  and  treatment  of  school 
children,  regular  clinics  have  been  held  at  Ystradgynlais,  Brynmawr, 
Brecon  and  Cefn.  These  clinics  are  well  attended  and  afford  an 
opportunity  for  emergency  treatment  should  the  necessity  for  this 
arise  between  routine  inspections.  A certain  proportion  of  these 
cases  are  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  occasionally 
by  the  child’s  own  doctor.  Parents  frequently  bring  their  pre-school 
age  children  for  advice  and  treatment. 

A new  clinic  is  being  built  at  Crickhowell  and  when  completed 
certain  items  of  equipment  will  be  required  so  that  regular  sessions 
can  be  held  there.  It  is  also  proposed  to  pay  regular  visits  to  the 
clinic  in  Builth.  This  clinic,  however,  is  poorly  equipped,  the  only 
item  of  equipment  being  a dental  chair. 

Occasionally  during  inspection  in  the  schools  one  comes  across 
children  who  appear  to  be  immune  to  dental  caries.  In  some  cases 
they  admit  that  they  do  not  brush  their  teeth  and  yet  they  are  immune 
or  practically  immune  to  dental  decay.  Questions  about  diet  do  not 
reveal  any  striking  departure  from  the  normal.  One  is  inclined  to 
think  that  perhaps  the  immunity  is  hereditary.  If  time  permitted 
it  would  be  interesting  to  carry  out  a more  thorough  investigation 
of  these  cases. 
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25  children  were  fitted  with  partial  dentures  to  replace  teeth 
lost  through  accident  or  dental  caries  and  19  children  were  fitted  with 
regulation  plates  for  the  correction  of  irregularities. 

No  report  on  the  School  Dental  Service  would  be  complete 
without  reference  to  the  co-operation  received  from  the  teaching 
staff  throughout  the  County.
